Town Fathers 


Decide to 


Postpone Building of the 
Fire Wall to a Later Date 


The discussion of the advisability of 
constructing the fire wall in Block 4 
on the north side of the town's main 
thoroughfare took up a good portion 
of the town fathers’ time at a regular 
meeting held on Tuesday last. 

The discussion arose over the pre- 
sentation of a by-law empowering the 
town to build the wall, 

D. W. Pratt, chairman of the finance 
committee, opposed the building of the 
wall for the reason that no provision 
had been made in the levy for such 
construction, He stated that if the 
matter could be left over till next 
year, he would vote for the by-law. 
The construction of the wall at this 
time, he said, meant borrowing money, 
and he did not think this should be 
done under the present conditions, 
when people were having a hard time 
to meet their taxes. 

Councillor Henning thought that 
council should move cautiously at this 
time. He was in favor of building the 
wall, which, he said, no doubt would 
be of great benefit to the town, but 
not at the present time. 

Mayor McMillan said that he had 
voted in favor of the project at the 
previous meeting, but since then had 
received certain information which in- 
fluenced him in coming to the conclu- 
sion that it might be well to delay the 
construction of the wall, 

Councillors Porteous and Charters 
expressed themselves as being opposed 
to the construction at this time, 

P. J. Tooley came out flat-footed in 
favor of building the wall imme- 
diately. He thought the sound finan- 
cial position of the town warranted 
the borrowing of the necessary money. 
Lower insurance rates was another 
argument advanced. In the face of 
the unemployment situation, he 
thought the town should undertake the 
project for the reason that it would 
give a certain amount of employment. 
He pointed out that there was bound 
to be a greater demand for relief this 
year than last. 

Councillor Spencer supported Coun- 
cillor Tooley. He gave it as his opin- 
ion that the work should be under- 
taken at once. 

The vote was finally taken on 
motion of Tooley, with the result that 
the by-law was defeated.

STURGEON LAKE, Oct. 8.—Res!- 
dents of Sturgeon Lake district lying 
near the lake are doing their best to 
en¢ the depression and at the same 
time keep out of debt, by building with 
voluntary labor a schoolhouse, which 
will be used also as a community hall. 

Walls of the building, which is to be 
26 feet by 36 feet inside, are being 
built of squared logs, to be sheeted on 
the outside with siding. 

Logs and lumber will not cost the 
community a cent, In fact, only ma- 
terial which could not be produced in 
the community will be paid for. 


The building is being constructed 
along modern lines, with due regard 
for comfort and light, It will be a 


real asset to this fast developing area 
and is expected to be ready for occu- 
pation in the very near future,

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STURGEON LAKE-HIGH 
PRAIRIE ROAD 


Construction of the Sturgeon Lake- 
High Prairie road, which will be com- 
pleted this week, is of immense im- 
portance not only to the south of the 
Peace but to the entire country. 


Without travelling over the road one 
cannot have an idea of the .ask of 
constructing the road, which for miles 
runs through solid timber. Clearing 
of the right-of-way was a big job in 
itself. 

At present the road is classed as a 
market road. This is all very well 
for a start, but with the traffic de- 
mand that is bound to be made on 
the road it must eventually be made 
a highway, for the reason that it will 
not stand up under the traffic. 
Shortening the distance from Grande 
Prairie to Edmonton by over one hun- 
dred miles, it at once becomes the 
highway for all the country from Fort 
St. John east. Under these conditions 
no ordinary road will accommodate 
the traffic. This fact will sooner or 
later be bourne in on the government. 

On top of this the road will be 
popular with tourists, which also will 
have to be taken into consideration. 


LOSS IN SHIPPING 
UNFINISHED CATTLE 


On Sunday last four carloads of a 
good type of beef cattle were shipped 
from Grande Prairie. There were also‘ 
three other carloads from the west on 
the same train. 

While they were in good condition, 
from aie grass-fed standpoint, they 
were not finished and the owners 
would simply have to take a chance 
on a market already glutted with 
similar unfinished cattle. 

In another part of this issue refer- 
ence is made to a conversation among 
twe of the shippers and W. J. Thom- 
son, district agriculturist. 

Mr. Thomson drew attention to the! 
immense loss sustained to the country 
by shipping the cattle in an unfinfshed 
state. 

There is feed to burn throughout 
the Peace River ; feed that has, com- 
paratively speaking, no value unless 
fed. It seems that all that is neces- 
sary is a little organization on the/ 
lines adopted in the south country, | 
whereby the rancher hands over his/ 
cattle to those who have the feed. The 
result is that both benefit. 

It is understood that Mr. Thomson 
is thinking seriously of using his/| 
office to organize along the lines 
adopted in the south country. If he 
can do this, he will be doing the 
Peace River country a real service. 
The plan should at once appeal to both 
ranchers and farmers here.

A TRIP OVER THE NEW HIGH 
PRAIRIE AND STURGEON 
LAKE ROAD 


On Friday last it was my pleasure,)| 
in company with P. J. Tooley, to 
travel over the new highway (No, that 
is wrong. I was informed road is the! 
correct word) from Sturgeon Lake to 
High Prairie. 

The trip was made primarily to at-| 
tend the celebration of the opening of | 
the road at High Prairie. 

Swinging into the road at Clough’s 
corner we found the going rather) 
rough for about two or three miles,| 
owing to the fact that an outfit was! 
busy piling up dirt. With the excep- 
tion of few other spots where out- 
fits were also working. we found no| 
difficulty. In fact. at the other end,/ 
for a distance of some twenty-five 
miles, we found the road almost equal 
to the highway. 

We had been informed that the| 
cutting of the tape marking the official 
opening of the road would take place 
at The Triangle. As there was no 
one there, we stopped and were in- 
formed that, due to the chilliness of| 
the weather, it was decided to per-| 
form the ceremony at High Prairie. 
So our pilot directed the car in that 
direction and in a very short time, 
the highway being like a cement road, 
we were at High Prairie. where a 
good-sized crowd had gathered to 
celebrate an event which means much/| 
to the town and district. There was 
g004 fellowship on every band and the 
hospitality extended to the visitors 
by the citizens of High Prairie left 
nothing to be desired. 

As a detailed report of the banquet 
and the official opening of the road! 
appears on another page of this paper. 
we will pass on. 

Following a good night’s rest at the!

sible ease. Of course we discussed 
the educated chickens owned by the 
Brown's, and written about in a pre-) 
vious issue of The Tribune. We were) 
informed that these chickens, of which 
the predominant breed is Rocks, are 
noW so educated, that they can teil an 
empty wagon from one full wagon of 
grain. If an empty Wagon comes 
along, they pay no attention to it, but! 
if a wagon load of wheat, and espe- 
cially oats, happens that way, the pro- 
cession starts in the direction of the 
wagon. Where is the man who says 
that chickens have no brains, 

From the Triangle or Junction, the 
road runs through wall timber to Stur- 
geon Creek, where we enter what is 
known as park land, Judging by the 
road, the indications were that practi- 
cally all the land is arable, and while 
it will take a tremendous amount of 
labor to clear it, the time will come 
when it will be brought under cultiva- 
tion. Already there are several cabins 
built and we were informed that the 
land is being rapidly filed on. 

Not only does the road shorten the 
distance between the Grande Prairie 
district and Edmonton ‘by over one 
hundred miles but it is a most scenic 
route, even in the late fall, and much 
more so during the summer. 

At a point about three miles east 
of the Smoky we noticed the road to 
Snipe Lake, which was cut out last 
winter as a relief measure. No grad- 
ing up to the present has been done. | 

To learn about a country, one must 
get out of the car and talk to the 
settlers. 

A stop was made at the Little! 
Smoky to call on Mr. and Mrs. Sid! 
Brown, who recently settled there. 
Already there were several well con- 
structed log buildings, They are pre-| 
paring to run a stopping place. There 
is an ideal spot on the bank of the 
river which they are fixing up as an 
auto camp. | 

Mr. Thomas Atkins has a home 
nearby on the same side of the road./ 
The homes, nestled among the trees, 
presented a homey and picturesque 
scene. | 

A little way up the frail the Barch 
family have a splendid cabin. j 

Farther down the trail, at the junc- 
tion of the old summer trail to Stur- 
geon Lake, a settler was busily en- 
gaged in building a house. He is an 
expert with the axe, which he swung 
with an accuracy that only comes 
from experience. Of course we stopped 
and chatted for awhile. The young 
man, whose name is Moore, had re- 
cently come from Grouard. His wife 
and five-year-old son were living in 
a tent nearby. Mr. Moore informed 
us that he intended opening up. @ 
garage and filling station at that point 
in the spring. Right close to the 
Moore tent was another tent, in which 
a family by the name of Castle are 
living while their cabin across the 
road is being constructed. The Castles 
have two of the healthiest kiddies one) 
could hope to see. 

A stop was made at the Sturgeon 
Creek bridge to bid the time of day 
to a crew working at this point. The 
cook of the outfit informed us that) 
everything in the tent had been frozen 
the night before, the thermometer 
dropping to a few degrees above zero. 
Notwithstanding this, he greeted us 
with a smile — which fact spoke 
volumes for his even disposition. 

From this point we entered what is 


known as the Valleyview settlement, 
where the timber thins 
heighth of land we stopped the car 
and viewed the beautiful valley) 
through which Sturgeon Creek runs.! 
There isn't a finer valley in the coun- 
try than Valleyview, and those who)! 
named it are to be congratulated for 
the appropriate name they choose. 
As we sat and viewed this country,) 
which stretched out in panorama, I 
tried to visualize what it would look 
like when all of it had been brought’ 
under cultivation. Already a gwd 
start has been made and with the! 
opening up of the new road this fertile 
region is bound to develop rapidly. 

At the outskirts of the area we 
stopped at the headquatrers of Mr. 
Kresge, who has charge of the work. 
Unfortunately he was away. We were 
informed that the work should be 
completed by next Saturday night. 

Practically all the crews were local 
men. The money earned will go a 
long way in helping the men to finance 
for the winter. How much better it 
is to put men at constructive work 
rather than paying out direct relief. 
We are not intimating that the men 
engaged on the work would be forced 
to rely on relief, but the object lesson 
was there nevertheless. Millions have 
been paid out on relief for which the 
province received no benefit. We need 
roads in this country, why not use the 
money on opening them up. Under 
such a plan the country would have 
something permanent to show for the 
money spent. 

To get back to the trail, we were 
soon at the hamlet of Valleyview. 
Two stores and a garage are there. 
The stores are run by Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Mr. McLaughlin, respectively. 
The garage is owned by R. Workland. 

After a short step here, we pro- 
ceeded to the Lake, where we had 
dinner at a restaurant run by Mrs. W. 
J. Murdoch. Although we were iate, 
it was a ca e of service with a smile. 

There was on display in one part | 
of the restaurant a wonderful collec- 
tion of squash, ripe tomatoes, citrons, 
pumpkins, ete. Mrs. Murdoch ex-| 
plained that she grew them on the 
banks of Sturgeon Lake. 

On the way home a short stop was) 
made at DeBolt and at Jack Grant's.) 

The ferry was waiting and Grande) 
Prairie was made in good time. | 

The distance from Grande Prairie to 
High Prairie, according to car, is ap- 
proximately about 130 miles, and Stur- 
geon Lake is just half way.

As LI. remember it, the method of) 
loading cattle is about the same here 
as it was back East, Of course there) 
was this difference: the cattle in the 
East were domesticated, while those) 
loaded on Sunday were range raised.! 
There was the same whooping and) 
yelling; the same use of the stick and| 
the prod. 

There was this difference, however: | 
the range-raised cattle were much) 
harder to handle. Born and reared 
in freedom, they did not take kindly 
to being confined and forced to go 


somewhere they did not want to go.! 
So resentful 


of the treatment was 
one bunch that they almost wrecked 
the logs enclosing the passageway 
leading up to the car. There was a 
big whiteface which specially objected 
to being cooped up and made all kinds 
of trouble. 


Finally all the cattle were loaded, 
the bar clamped down, and in a short 
time away the train went.

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MUSIC IN THE SCHOOL 


Grande Prairie, Alta., 
October 11, 1932. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


Sir: In your account of the teach- 
ers’ convention held recently in this 
town, you mentioned an occurrence 
which was very interesting to me, and 
I cannot refrain from making some 
comments, since it is a subject which 
is rather important. 

Apparently considerable discussion 
arose from the question put by In- 
spector Oke as to the opinion of the 


teachers in regard to the teaching of 
such songs as “Let Me Call You 
Sweetheart” and “Yellow Moon.” The 


question is of greater depth than 


appears at once, and one which is de- 


serving of considerable thought by 
those engaged in education. 
I believe Mr. Cavette should be 


highly commended on his effort to give 
his pupils some musical instruction. 
Those in authority have considered it 
wise to make music a subject on the 
course of study, but too many teach- 


ers neglect it, and confine their 
attention entirely to work which will 
produce high examination results. 


Hence it is the exception, rather than 
the rule, to have any systematic 
musical instruction in our schools. It 
is always a pleasure to hear that some 
teachers do not ignore the existence 
of music as a schoo! subject. 

Music instruction in our schools 
seems to fall naturally into one of two 
classes. It may be considered as a 
recreational period in the school day, 
creating a pleasant diversion for a few

moments, In order that the children 
may better concentrate on the im- 
portant studies of the day, This 
method requires no serious study, 
makes of music a pastime, and inci- 
dentally helps prepare for occasional 
Music has possibly some 
small value when taught in this way, 
recardiess of the songs, and it is 
surely better than nothing. We might 


call this the “musical recreation” 
class. 

But it is an exceedingly rare thing 
to s®e music taken up as a serious 
study, sufficient in itself, not as a 
“pleasant pastime.” Perhaps the rea- 
son is that it unfortunately takes 
some training to do so, and few 


teachers possess it. If music is to be 
a study, it should be planned to teach 
children not only to read music but 
to understand, and interpret, and ap- 
preciate good music. The great 
masters of the past and present have 
given us a tremendous treasury of 
truly great music, which is practically 
closed to those untrained in musical 
appreciation. 

The type of songs in question is 
very easily taught, because they 
possess nothing that cannot be appre- 
ciated at first hearing, with no special 
training. But for some reason 
seems to be necessary to have some 
training to appreciate anything of 
great and permanent value. 
impossible for any person to under- 
stand good music, when there has 
been no experience or training in other 
than the insipid, as it would be for 
us to appreciate good literature if our 
schools had on their course of study 
only such authors as Horatio Alger, 
Jr.. or Edgar Wallace. Would it be 
inconsistent, if we teach “Let Me Call 
You Sweetheart” in our schools, to 
also devote a part of the school time 
to such literature as “True Story 
Magazine” or “Dream World”? 
predominating sentiment in “Let Me 
Call You Sweetheart” is certainly not 
much different from that in these 
magazines. When children are not 
trained to appreciate the classics in 
school, is it not natural that some of 
the most highly applauded numbers on 
our local concert programs are trivial, 
to say the least? 

Dr. Charles Eliot of Harvard, noted 


educator, did not have this class of 
music in mind when he said: “Music 
is the best mind trainer on the list.” 
Nor did Gladstone when he said: 


“Music is one of the most forcible in- | 


struments for training, for arousing 
and governing the mind and spirit of 
man.”

played with, makes a real contribution 
to mental strength. Fear of self is 
east far away and independence is 
established; and instead of opening a 
path, flower-bordered and perfumed, 
to sentimental weakness, music is 
offering an exercise of unnecognized 
importance leading on to intellectual 
power.” 

It is an entirely mistaken idea that 
one cannot become a musician unless 
one is born with apparent natural 
ability. Some have more than others, 
, but is that not also true of any sub- 
| ject? Because a child is not naturally 
|musical, is no reason why he should 
not receive training to overcome this 
| weakness, any more than we excuse 
a child who is not strong in arith- 
metic. 


I am perfectly certain that the value 
of good music well taught in the 
schools can hardly be over-estimated. 
It has more practical value than some 
of the subjects on the course of study; 
jand aside from the direct value, it is 
a remarkable mental discipline. If it 
does not always put dollars in one’s 
| pocket, it certainly helps in the attain- 
| ing to a life of rich significance, It 
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is worth a great deal to be able to 
say with the German poet, Fr. v. 
Schnober: 
“Sweet muse of song, how oft in 
hours of sadness, 
When life’s rough waters wildly 
round me swirled, 
Thy noble strains have warmed 
my heart to gladness 
And led me to a better, higher 
world. 


“Flow oft a sigh thy magic strings 
have given, 


Or tender chord of harmony 
divine, 
Have opened wide the golden 


gates of Heaven 

Thou noble muse, eternal thanks 

be thine.” 

It is to be hoped that in the near 
future the music in our schools will 
be put on a more systematic basis. 
Great care should be exercised in 
forming a course of study which will 
make music a period of study—not a 
mere “pleasant pastime.”

A proper shelter belt is the most im- 
portent feature in connection with a 
fruit orchard on the prairies. 

“The orchard space will be divided 
into sections by rows of caragana 
planted every two hundred feet cross- 
wise in the orchard. Dividing each 


two-hundred-foot row will be a row of the stock from which they come but 


spruce trees planted four feet apart in 
the row. The rows of fruit trees for 
general fruiting will be planted sixteen 
feet apart And at least eight feet apart 
in the row. Between the two sixteen- 
foot rows will be planted rows 
small fruits to hold the snow. These 
will consist of black, white and red 
currants, which will grow from cut- 
tings, and gooseberries, which are 
grown by mounding up the gooseberry 
bush and cutting of the cuttings from 
the live plant.

Amazing Story About British Officer 
Has Been Revealed 


As an officer in the British army 
during the world war, he was stripped 
of his rank, degraded before the men

POND WATER SUPPLY 


In regions denied good wells a com- 


por elvaporigo desur ghia) komputitaj) mon scource of water supply for live- 


stock is a scoop-out or occasionally 
a dammed coulee filed by the spring 
run-off holds pond water remarkably 
well and the cool climate limits or- 
ganic growth so that if the pond is 
protected from pollution by livestock 
the water remains clear and compara- 
tively good throughout the summer. 
The writer used such a pond himself 
for some years until a well was ob- 
tained, The well, by the way, pumps 
plenty of soft water from a depth of 


130 feet, and a windmill does the 
work, 
Construction and Cost. Northeast 


of Dunvegan, in the vicinity of Fair- 
view, lack of wells has been the one 
drawback to a wonderful agricultural 
district, and many a farmer has cut 


down his livestock. in consequence. 
Ponds, however, are solving the 
problem fairly well and cost is not 


great, Two members of the Substation 
staff happened along there at the end 
of last October, when Alex. McKenzie 
had just completed a big scoop-out. 
He had an old one near the house, but 
needed an ampler supply. The new 
one was 130 feet by 60 feet at the top, 
sloping down to 60 feet by 15 feet on 
the bottom and about 15 feet deep. A 
tractor did most of the plowing until 
the hole became eight feet deep, Three 
four-horse outfits on fresnos moved 
the dirt. The outfits worked 34% days 
and two of them an extra half day. 
The wages paid for a man and four 
horses at this heavy work was $4 per 
day, and for a man only $2 a day and 
| board. Altogether the hired help cost 
$38, not counting the proprietor’s own 
time, the cost of operation of his own 
tractor nor his own two four-horse 
teams. Mr. McKenzie considers that 
‘he has easily the assurance of a year- 
round supply. He plans in tinstal a 
filter well at another point near his 
| house, 

| A Pump Well and Filter. In too 
many cases proper care is not ob- 
}served with the pond. It may be filled; 
|with run-off from a cultivated or} 
manured area, Livestock foul it while 
; wading in for a drink. Poultry and 
dogs have access, and the whole situa- | 

tion is revolting to a refined taste. A) 
| right-thinking man shrinks from com-/ 
|pelling his Jivestock to drink such | 
; water. Yet thousands of farms have} 
|no other supply and many people use! 
it for household purposes if not 
actually for drinking. It is repugnant) 
to think of dishes and milk utensils | 
| being washed in such water, even al- 
though boiled. 

Furthermore, when the animals have 
direct access they persistently bear 
down the ice to the lowering water! 
level and thus increase the rate of} 
freezing, whereas if the ice is sup- 
ported by posts and weight kept off, 
| the sheet will be held up to some ex- 
tent. This will leave an air space be- 
| tween ice and water and thus conserve| 
the fluid supply unless frost creeps in 
at the dip hole. 


To overcome the objectionable fea- 
tures many farmers fence their ponds 
‘(preferably against poultry as well as 
|quadrupeds) and dig seepage wells 
|from which to draw the daily supply. 
|In retentive soils, however, a seepage) 
| well is liable to prove a dry well, or at 
lleast to yield an inadequate daily 
;quota. Much better is a filter well. 

Southwest of the old town of Water- 
hole is J, K, MacKay, who thinks he 
has solved the problem of filtering a 
pond-water supply. 

After completing his scoop-out he 
made a plank box, 22 inches square 
and 27 feet long. This was laid in a 
trench .leading from the deep part of 
the pond to a well dug in high ground 
adjacent. The box was filled with 
sand and gravel and at its intake end 
was placed a hundredweight of char- 
coal, This horizontal filter conduit 
leads into a brick well. For this a> 
cement base was first laid. The well 
was then lined with one course of) 
bricks, laid one on top of another and 
simply backed with sand until within 
three feet of the top. From there up 
the bricks were laid in cement, to ex- 
clude surface water. 

The well, 13 or 14 feet deep, re- 
quired 1,300 brick, costing $42, and a| 
sack of cement. The filter box called 
for between two and three hundred 
feet of lumber worth, say, $10, 

The water feeds freely enough 
through the filter to serve a consider- 
able stock as well as the household. | 
It is declared to be clear and good and 
the proprietor is well pleased with his 
solution of the water problem. He| 
considers it should be good for ten 
years and intends to make another 
pond and filter well, so that when the 
first needs renewing he can pump it 
dry without running himself out of a 
supply. Although an extensive wheat 
grower, he has been preparing to go 
in for a certain amount of livestock. 

If making another filter, he would 
construct a deep box leading down to 
the charcoal filter, so that the char- 
coal could be renewed without drain- 
ing the pond. 

Charcoal Filters Dangerous, Since 
these notes were picked up in 19381 
they have been the subject of corre- 
spondence with Dr. Frank T, Shutt, 
Dominion Chemist; Dr, 0. J, Walker, 
Associate Professor of Chemistry at 
the University of Alberta, and R. B. 
Owens, Assistant Deputy Minister of 
Public Health, Edmonton, Alberta,| 
These men agree that the sand and 
gravel conduit is a good feature, but 
look askance at the charcoal filter, 
situated as this one is where it cannot 
be readily refilled. The view of the 
chemists is expressed by Dr. Shutt, 
who says: 

“Water authorities consider char- 
coal filters, if not systematically, 
periodically cleaned, as very unsafe— 
certainly not to be relied upon, The 
water from an old filter may be much 
worse, bacteriologically, than the un- 
filtered supply. Fresh charcoal justi- 
fles fully for a time the high praise 
given it as a purifier, but a more 
objectionable appliance could hardly 
be found, from a sanitary point of 
view, than a neglected charcoal filter.” 

The water from Mr. MacKay's well 
has not yet been analyzed and its 
purity remains to be determined by 
the chemist and the bacteriologist, 
whose analyses would be more reliable 
than appearance or taste, 

Mr. Walker, too, points out that the 
life of charcoal as an agent for the 
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removal of bacteria is quite short. 
The bacteria being held back by the 
charcoal, along with other organic 
mater, multiply very rapidly and there 
is always the danger of their getting 
through the charcoal and entering the 
water supply, thus increasing the 
danger, Sand is a good filtering ma- 
terial, but should be changed at in- 
tervals. He adds that dissolved salts, 
such as sulphate sand carbonates of 
magnesium and odium, cannot be re- 
moved by ordinary filtration, 


Correct Size of Filter, Mr. Owens 
offers some good practical suggestions. 
The size of the conduit-filter, in his 
opinion, should bear some relation to 
the quantity of water to be passed 
through it each day. He proposes 
that not less than one cubic foot of 
sand or fine gravel be used for each 
cubic foot of water passed through 
per day and that each square foot of 
cross section be not expected to admit 
more than 124% cubie feet daily, Thus 
to care for 100 cubie feet (625 gal- 
lons) daily the horizontal conduit- 
filter should be, say, four feet square 
by 25 feet long. Such a conduit-filter, 
or infiltration gallery, will be fairly 
serviceable if filled with coarse sand, 
although for ordinary use it is not 
nearly so effective as a vertical filter 
would be. He would omit the char- 
coal, Mr. Owens suggests having 
the water analyzed a few days after 
the system is put in use and then 
again a few weeks later, If the filtra- 
tion proved insufficient chlorination 
could be resorted to, He sees no 
reason why such a system should not 
give tolerably satisfactory results, pro- 
viding the sand filter is required to 
act merely as a bacterial filter and not 
as a clarifier of muddy water. If re- 
quired to strain out mud, it will not 
last nearly so long nor will it be so 
good a bacterial filter. . 

Keeping Silt Out of the Pond. As 
a means of keeping silt out of the 


|pond, Mr. Owens outlines a problem 
‘he solved at the Lethbridge jail, where 


the source of supply was heavily pol- 
luted muddy water from an irrigation 
ditch. An eighth of a mile from the 
ditch was a small pond on the jail 
premises, Between ditch and pond 
was a pasture, A slight draw through 
the pasture was fenced. In the autumn 
the ditch was opened and the water 
allowed to flow from the ditch to the 
pond. It spread out in a thin sheet 
and lost its sediment while trickling 
through the grass, reaching the pond 
as clear water. Each summer a fresh 
growth of grass came up through the 
silt, ready to clarify the next year’s 
supply of water. The pond never be- 
came silted up and always contained 
clear water, A Candy Pressure Filter 
was installed and the water was 
chlorinated, Although the water in 
the ditch contained pathogenic organ- 
isms, the water supply of the jail was 
pure and in all the years it was used 
up to the time the city water supply 
was laid out to the institution there 
was no sickness attributable to the 
water supply. 

It will at once suggest itself to a 
farmer to have his pond bordered on 
the intake side by a belt of grass 
across which the inflow will pass and 
to keep stock off this as well as away 
from the pond itself. Water from such 
a pond, says Mr. Owens, should be 
good enough for livestock without 
filtration, 

For household use there are several 
ways of filtering the water. Chlorina- 
tion can also be done with very little 
cost,

The special speaker for the occasion 
will be Dr. Margaret Strang, medical 
missionary for the _ Presbyterian 
Chureh in the Battle River district. 
During the year in which Dr, Strang 
has lived in that field, with headquar- 
ters at Dixonville. She has worked 
untiringly, and not without results, for 
she has won the respect and admira- 
tion of the people, and also given visi- 
bility to her work in the building of 
a substantial log church. This was 
dedicated in August by Rey. Dr. Mc- 
Kay, of London, Ontario, 

Dr, Strang has had many interest- 
ing experiences: in that pioneer field. 
Grande Prairie people will have the 
opportunity of hearing and meeting 
this person of varied talents, both at 
the service on Sunday evening and 
also at the Anniversary social which 
will be held in Forbes Church on 
Tuesday, October 18th, at 8 p.m. At 
this gathering, Rev. S. Waterman also 
will speak. There will be musical 
numbers and refreshments and a cor- 
dial invitation is extended to all. 

The following is an estimate of the 
work of Dr, Strang as given by a resi- 
dent of the district, 

Dr. Strang ministers to the souls 
and cares for the suffering bodies of 
the people in our community, in Dix- 
onville, and for miles south, north, 
east, and west of both communities, 
Almost all this territory possesses but 
rough, bush trails, and forest paths. 

During the past winter Dr, Strang 
held afternoon Sunday School and 
Chureh at Dixonville, and morning 
Sunday School and Church at Beaton 
Creek. The winter was one of the 
worst ever seen up here, the thermo- 
meter often registering over 50 de- 
grees below zero during the night, In 
the mornings Dr, Strang would travel 
on horse-back from Dixonville to Bea- 
ton Creek in order to hold Sunday 
School and Church while the mercury 
was standing at 30 below zero, Then 
she would return over the six miles of 
road and hold her services at Dixon- 
ville, 

She has inspired the children with 
a thirst for Biblical knowledge, held 
Christmas trees for them, and be- 
friended them in every possible way. 
For the adults she has proved an ex- 
emplary guide, a sympathetic friend. 

She has spared neither time, money, 
nor self in her efforts to help the suf- 
fering. You can imagine the intense 
cold of 50 below zero, and you can 
picture our missionary riding forth in 
the dead of night, along unfamiliar 
forest trails to attend a patient, Once, 
on receiving a call immediately after 
her return from another, she decided 
her horse had had enough and walked 
a journey of fourteen miles through 
the snow in the biting winter cold, 

Neither her ecclesiastical nor her 
medical services surpass her social 
services, Helping to organize, later 
conducting a local choir, organizing a 
Ladies’ Aid for the benefit of the un- 
fortunate, personally conducting a 
night school for those who desire a 
fuller education are a few of the ser- 
vices of this missionary.
